40B Petition Stalled 

Secretary of the Commonwealth William Galvin 
announced recently that the Coalition to Repeal 40B did 
not meet the minimum certified signature requirement 
according to the state's initiative petition law, and that the 
group's question will not appear on the November 2008 
statewide ballot. 

"We are disappointed that all of our signatures 
were not certified/' said Coalition to Repeal 40B chairman 
John Belskis of Arlington. "Although we wish we could 
have given the embattled residents of Massachusetts a 
chance to vote to eliminate this failed law, we are pleased 
with the foundation we have built going forward." 

More than 70,000 voters representing 90 percent 
of the Commonwealth's cities and towns signed onto 
the petition in recent weeks. Grassroots support for the 
effort to repeal 40B came from all corners of the state, and 
crossed political lines. 

"There is broad recognition among working-class 
voters that 40B has failed as an affordable housing law," 
Belskis said. "The leaders of this state need to look at the 
number of signatures we have collected and realize that 
our support will only grow as developers continue to 
abuse this law at the expense of our communities." 

Group organizers said they will focus their energy 
in coming months on educating voters about 40B's failure 
to produce affordable housing. The group cites the recent 
Greater Boston Housing Report Card that verifies alterna-

tive affordable housing programs contributed 90 percent 
greater affordable housing gains than 40B and says Mas- 
sachusetts should stop subsidizing market-rate develop- 
ment through 40B. 

''We continue to build support from the ground 
up because it's clear that control over this issue on Beacon 
Hill is held by developers and special interest groups/' 
Belskis said. "That they were willing to recruit some of 
the state's biggest insiders and power brokers to fight this 
effort shows the lengths to which they will go to preserve 
the status quo." 

Belskis emphasized that "Legislators should 
know that they stand to receive more support by fixing or 
eliminating this failed law, than if they continue to side

Winter Stress on Trees 

Winter's heavy snow and ice, as well as frozen 
soil conditions, can damage cherished trees and shrubs in 
suburban landscapes. Even areas without major snowfall 
experience high winds and huge fluctuations in tem- 
peratures during w^inter. But homeow^ners can lessen the 
adverse effects of winter weather w^ith preventive mainte- 
nance. 

"Branches of trees can break due to the exces- 
sive weight of ice or snow,'' said Tchukki Andersen, staff 
arborist with the Tree Care Industry Association. "Proper 
pruning encourages the formation of the strongest pos- 
sible branches and branch attachments. When pruning 
alone isn't enough, properly installed cables and rigid 
braces can add support to a w^eakened part of the tree." 

Winter winds cause evergreens to lose moisture 
from their needles. Even some deciduous trees suffer 
from w^inter drying. If w^ater is not available as moisture 
is drawn from living cells, permanent damage will result. 
The best prevention consists of planting only hardy 
species in areas of prolonged exposure, w^atering plants 
adequately in the fall, and mulching to insulate the soil 
and roots from severe cold. 

On sunny days in w^inter, the tree's trunk and 
main limbs can warm to 15 degrees higher than the air 
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temperature. As soon as the sun's rays stop reaching the 
stem, its temperature plummets, causing injury or perma- 
nent damage to the bark. The two main types of injury are 
known as sun scald and frost cracking. The effects of sun 
scald and frost cracking can be reduced by sound arbo- 
ricultural practices to maintain overall health, and also 
by covering the trunks of young, susceptible trees with a 
suitable tree wrap. 

"Most skilled arborists prefer pruning when trees 
are dormant,'' said Andersen. "With no leaves on the 
tree, the arborist is better able to evaluate its architecture 
and spot dead or diseased branches. In addition, since 
the ground is frozen damage to the turf underneath the 
tree due to falling limbs and tire tracks is negligible. This 
is also a good time to check trees for diseases and other 
damage." 

Here are some other ways the Tree Care Industry 
Association recommends to improve the health of your 
living landscape: 

• Aeration around trees helps improve water and 
air movement in the soil. This strengthens the tree's root 
system and reduces soil compaction. 

• When planting, choose hardy trees available 
in your area as they have better chances for survival in 
severe weather conditions. Choosing the best location 
and following proper planting procedures should be your 
highest priorities. 

• Stop fertilizing trees in early fall to allow them 
to prepare for winter. 

• In case of moderate storm damage, restoring the 
tree to its former health and beauty may take some time, 
but it generally can make a full recovery. Broken, hazard- 
ous limbs should be removed immediately Pruning to 
remove broken stubs and restore the balance of the crown 
can be put off a little while, but shouldn't be delayed 
more than one growing season. 

A professional arborist can assess your landscape 
and work with you to determine the best trees to plant. 
Contact the Tree Care Industry Association (TCIA), a 
69-year-old public and professional resource on trees and 
arboriculture. It has more than 2,000 member companies 
who recognize stringent safety and performance stan-

La Comedie de la Mort {The Comedy of Death), published in 
1838. The songs, which will be sung by SCCMS mezzo- 
soprano Rachel Lewis, tell of the vagaries of love and 
suggest in tender and feeling ways the hope, longing and 
melancholy we all associate with romance. 

Claude Debussy's String Quartet in G minor, 
Op. 10, an early work, is justly admired for its sensuous- 
ness and for the lovely ways in which the composer plays 
with repetitions and echoes, traits that characterize his 
mature style. Debussy, who referred to himself as a "mu- 
sicien francais,'' typifies the gallic approach to music that 
is nonetheless clearly stamped with his personal approach 
and magic touch. 

Albert Roussel may not yet be a household name, 
but for the French themselves he is truly a master of 20th 
century music. In Les Joueurs de flute, audiences will hear 
one of his best-known pieces, one that might be described 
as a tribute to the flute, his favorite instrument. Each of 
its four movements. Pan, Tityre, Krishna, and M. de la 
Pejaudie, is dedicated to a figure associated with the flute 
and features music typical of each, from ancient Greek 



to Hindu and modern European. As played by SCCMS 
co-founder Claude Cobert, Roussel's piece will offer an 
intriguing look at the subtlety and power of the flute. 

Jean Francaix was a piano virtuoso who tried 
his hand at most musical forms — concerti, symphonies, 
operas, and ballets — but who never wandered far from 
his avowed goal, to "give pleasure.'' His Quartet for cor 
anglais and strings, written in 1970 (Francaix died in 1997), 
will showcase Francaix' s witty and elegant style and will 
remind audiences of that great French love of the Neoclas- 
sical that seems so apparent in all the arts, from the drama 
of Jean Racine to the stylistic flourishes of the Napoleonic 
era, to the paintings of David and Ingres.

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Sweeney Todd: The Demon Barber of Fleet Street Starring Johnny 
Depp and Helena Bonham Carter. Directed by Tim Burton. Run- 
ning time: 117 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

To say that the splatter-goth musical Sweeney Todd is an ideal match 
for Tim Burton's manic-depressive sensibility would be to make the 
understatement of the movie year. In a way this director's entire darkly 
gaudy career has been working up to an adaptation of Stephen Sondheim's 
nastily sportive Broadway hit. (The material has been around since the 
1840s, and a Sweeney Todd movie with Tod Slaughter predated Sondheim's 
work by 43 years.) As in his other goth-horror Johnny Depp vehicle Sleepy 
Hollow, Burton drains the screen of all color except blood red. The effect in 
both films is like Nosferatu produced by Hammer, and someday they will 
make a dazzling creature double feature — except that in Sleepy Hollow 
Depp pursues tne creature, and here he is one. 

His hair teased into a mad-scientist Beethoven helmet with a shock 
of white, Depp's Sweeney Todd enters the picture seething with contempt 
and fury, and he almost never lets up. Character subtlety has never been 
Burton's strong point; fortunately, the material doesn't demand it. It's a 
gory cartoon with operatic flourishes and a lineage that includes Titus 
Andronicus, EC Comics, and Andy Milligan's Bloodthirsty Butchers. It's a 
revenge play with Sweeney plotting to give very close shaves to the men 
who took his wife and daughter away and locked him up, while Helena 
Bonham Carter's Mrs. Lovett, who bakes meat pies, proposes a pragmatic 
way to dispose of the bodies. 

Bonham Carter and Depp, surly goth twins at the fetid prom of 
London, approach Sweeney Toad as the live-action sequel to their previ- 
ous film for Burton, Corpse Bride. Depp stands stock still, gnashing his 
rotted teeth (at times he resembles Christopher Walken's Max Schreck in 
Burton's Batman Returns), while Bonham Carter whirls around plotting 
and fantasizing about the picnic-filled marriage she and Sweeney will 
have. They're in decent voice, though Sondheim's silverstreak lyrics are 
so densely packed they're difficult for these lesser-trained singers to 
navigate. Other actors — like Alan Rickman as the evil Judge Turpin, 
Timothy Spall as Turpin' s obsequious henchman, and Sacha Baron Cohen 
as the boastful scam artist Pirelli — get easier songs and more room to 
breathe and show off their pipes. 




The pumping, hissing blood is, as Burton hoped, more cathartic 
than disgusting. It's theatrical blood. Hammer blood, and for the sex- 
less Sweeney tnese gushers are the only hot release he can have. Eros, 
meet Thanatos. Romance swirls all around Sweeney — Turpin' s lust 
for Sweeney's teenage daughter Johanna, whom he has adopted as his 
"ward"; a young sailor yearning for Johanna; Mrs. Lovett's unrequited 
(and hardly noticed) love for Sweeney — but all he's interested in is the 
dark romance of vengeance. (He refers to his silver razors as his friends.) 
Sweeney Todd, in whatever incarnation, has been one of the oddest stories 
ever to capture the mass public fancy, and Burton and odd go together 
like cake and ice cream. He's never been afraid of the grand gesture (or 
the Grand Guignol gesture); there's a long, computer-enhanced pullback 
from Sweeney brandishing his razor through the towers and tenements 
of London, and it's a breatntaker, a tour through a macabre toybox. 

It's a powerfully weird movie for a studio to position as its big holi- 
day release. But it fulfills a promise I haven't felt Burton has delivered on 
before, not this completely. He needs a simple story, and big, flamboyant 
moments to offset the wretched pinpricks of despair, and loud music, and 
a vehicle that finds both poetry and humor in horror, and Johnny Depp. 
Well, Burton's checklist is full this time. Sweeney Todd, which went before 
cameras last Feburary, was Burton's late Christmas gift to himself, and 
now it's his Christmas gift to those of us who've been his loyal fans for 
the last twenty years. This black cauldron of a film, with its spider-blood 
visual scheme, may be the purest example of imagemaking the movies 
have given us in far too long.
